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SOUTH EDMONTON EXHIBITION. 


The annual exhibition of the South Ed- 
monton agricultural society was opened on 
Tuesday afternoon ‘by the president, Robt. 
MzKernan, in a short address. The at- 
tendance was fairly large and would have 
been larger had the weather been warmer. 
The exhibits in the different classes were 
good, particularly the cattle. In that class 
the exhibit was the best ever shown in 
North Alberta. 


On Wednesday afternocn the exhibition 
was continued and the horse racing and 
athletic events commenced on the preceding 
afternoon, were terminated. Premier 
Haultain and J. H. Ross, commissioner of 
public works and agriculture for the Terri- 
tories, were also present and spoke briefly 
on Territorial topics. Regarding thorough- 
bred stock Mr. Ross explained that an 
arrangement had been arrived at with the 
C. P. KR. whereby the stock raisers of the 
Territories could procure thoroughbred 
stock from Oatario, landed at any railway 
point in the Territories at a total cost for 
transportation ef $5.00. Regafding agri- 
cultural exhibitions he stated that the 
Northwest government were arranging to 
have large exhibitions held at different 
points in the Territories, so that all dis- 
tricts could compete. While not in any way 
intending to interfere with old established 
agricultural societies, ‘the government 
thought that the holding of the larger 
exhibitions would be more desirable than 
the forming of other small independent 
societies at different points throughout the 
country.

liberal party or not. Of course the 
case is quite different with a paper 
owned bya large corporation merely 
as a donkey engine for their larger 
and more important enterprises ; 
which for the better forwarding of 
the projects of this corporation against 
the public, claims not only member- 
ship in but actually direction of the 
dominant political party, within the 
range of its circulation. Of course 
the recruit who only joins the army 
after the victory is won for the pur- 
pose of sharing in an expected division 
of spoils, may always be expected to 
shout the loudest for party before 
country and party right or wrong. It 
may not be out of order, however, to 
mention that it was not this kind of 
shouting that won the victory, nor is 
it the kind that will retain it very 
long. ; 

As to the position taken by Mr. 
Oliver as a member «of parliament the 
Free Press is quite correct in the part 
of its statement above given. He did 
not offer for election as a member of 
the liberal party. -However, he did 
offer as an independent supporter of 
that party , which fact the Free Press 
feems anxivus to conceal, particularly 
in its subsequent remarks in the same 
editorial. The position of an inde- 
pendent supporter of a party does not 
involve any obligation on the part of 
the government towards such a mem- 
ber just as it relieves the member 
from any obligation towards the gov- 
ernment. Any recognition extended 
towards such a member by the gov- 
ernment is merely a matter of con- 
venience or courtesy, and the support 
given by such a member (o the gov- 
ernment is on the merits of the ques- 
tion at issue. Ifthe Free Press does 
not understand the position a- 
diagram will be forwarded on applica- 
tion, and if it does not like it, the 
question for it to decide is what 1s it 
going to do about it? It is to be 
hoped that Canadian politics, or even 
liberal party politics, are wider than 
ideas that seem to be contained in 
the editorial brain of the Free Press 
under its present Management. If 
not, so much the worse for Canada 
and ultimately for the governing 
party.

J. C. Frawley, a former acquaintance 
of Dr. Bannett, who had gone in to 
Cassiar (in which district Sylvester's 
Landing is situated) by the Stickine 
route returned the same way. 
The letter was evidently secured by 
Frawley, as representing coast in- 
terests for the express purpose of 
discrediting the project of opening 
direct communication with the Yukon 
from east of the mountains, and is 
being used by the Times for all it is 
worth to that end. The Times does 
not fail to add all the Rh goager 
necessary to make out as a case 
az possible inst the Edmonton 
route, no doubt hoping thereby to 
attract attention from the utter and 
acknowledged failure of the Stickine 
river and Ashcroft routes. The pre-

which is included Dr. Bennett’s letter: 
“ A Trail of Death,” “The testimony 
of Dr. Bennett, of Halifax, regarding 
the Edmonton trail.” “The travellers 
in desperate straits, and no relief ex- 


pedition possible.” 

In order that there may be no mis- 
take as to what Dr. Bennett does say 
and how far it justifies the Times 
scare headings, his letter is given in 
full as it appears in the Times : 


Sylvester’s Landing, Sept. 5, 1898. 

I have just arrived here en route te the 
Klondike over the Edmonton route, and I 
must say that it is the most infernal swindle 
that ever was placed in front of the public. 
1 left March Ist, and have been travelling 
ever since over a country abound'ng in 
muskegs and falling timber. Rafting 
rivers and creeks is one of the many things 
one has to do, and one’s life is always in 
danger doingso. The press advertised the 
Edmonton route as_ the poor man’s route, 
but I fail to see it. In the first place it is 
fourteen hundred miles from Edmonton 
to Sylvester's Landing by the trail, and, 
remember, you cannot go north from Peace 
River without coming this way (Sylvester's 
Landing) as only one man ever made it, 
Cayuse Graham, and he told me himself it 
was simply awful. But leaving that aside 
and returning to the point, a man taking in 
two years’ provisions, which he must do, 
needs at least ten horses. as no horse can 
make the trip over this trail and carry over 
150 pounds, and the majority of the horses 
carrying that weight are knocked out long 
before they get this distance. The mount- 
ed police left Edmonton in September, 1897, 
and arrived here in August, after buying a 
new outfit of horses and goods at Fort 
Graham, the others having died, a few 
being shot to feed the dogs. The trip will 
cost the government a nice little sum, and 
it is to be hoped that the press will do ell 
in its power to let the public know that 
the Edmonton route is impracticable. 
I will now give you the relative distanves 
from Edmonton to Sylvester: First, Ed- 
monton to Slave lake, 300 miles; Slave 
lake to Peace River Crossing, 80 miles; 
Peace River Crossing to Fort St. John, 200 
miles; St. John to Fort Graham, 300 miles; 
Fort Graham to Sylvester's Landing, 400 
miles; and Mr, Walker, of Walker creek 
farm, tells me it is fully three hundred 
miles from here to Pelly banks, and no 
trail. With regard to the gold in the 
country, sufice it to say that the best bars 
on the renowned Peace River pay at the 
most one dollar a day, and Indians and 
four men who have been there say that ‘he 
Several parties tried 
to make a grub stake on the Findlay and 
Peace, but failed, and they nearly all went 
back sad, but wiser men. 

I met several miners at Fort Graham 
who had just got back from a prospecting 
trip on the Findlay and branches, but could 
find nothing that would last a month, and 
pay two dollars a day tothe man. Some 
creeks, it is believed, would pay about $5 a 
day, but as flour is $19 asack, one would 
be a long time getting rich. Mr. Walker, 
the man who discovered Walker creek, and 
whom I had the pleasure of meeting, he 
being with the Cassiar railway company in 
the capacity of prospector in this section, 
tells me that the country was prospected 
for placer mines away back in °94, he being 
one of the miners there at the time. 

Three Saskatchewan miners prospected 
part of the Mud river this summer, the 
best they could find was one dollar and fifty 
cents a day. This is the true state of 
affairs in this country, and I would like to 
hear from anyone who thinks different .

P. §.—The trail is lined with disgusted 
miners and hundreds will never get half 
way this year, and having no hay up for 
their horses, what are they going to do? 

Although Dr. Bennett is evidently 
hot, and is not altogether as careful in 
his statements as he might be, he does 
not say one word to justify the Times’ 
headings or subsequent remarks. 
There is no mention of any deaths 
having occurred or being likely to 
As a matter of fact so far as 
heard from, none have occurred on 
the overland route. There is no state- 
ment that travellers are in desperate 
scraits, or that any relief expedition 
is necessary if it were. Although 
Dr. Bennett was born in Halifax, his 
residence is now Chicago and he is 
leading a party of Chicago men, so 
that for practical purposes he is as 
much one of those hated Yankees as 
the Times’ and Globe’s pet aversion, 
Mr. Livernash. All of which goes to 
show that the Times is thoroughly 
dishonest in its presentation of the 
information at its disposal, and is so 
no doubt for business reasons. 


With regaad to the statements 
made by Dr. Bennett: The over- 
land route from Edmonton to the 
Pelly river was never alvertised by 
the press of Edmonton as a preferable 
route to the Klondike, or asa poor 
man’s route there. Nor was the 
route followed by Dr. Bennett from 
St. John to Sylvester’s Landing ad- 
vertised {as any part of the proposed 
Edmonton route. The idea which led 
prospectors to take the overland 
route from Edmonton was based on 
the idea that the Klondike gold fields 
would be all taken before they could 
get there. They would have to look 
for new ground, and having decided 
from information furnished by eminent 
geologists and for other reasons that 


the country on the divide between 
the upper waters of the Liard and Pelly - 
offered a favorable field for prospect- 
ing they decided to make idmonton 
their starting point. So that they 
could provide their vg tes _ 
rather than assage rei 
to Victoria, ae oe, and to Take 
Bennett and then, begin to transport 
themselves and theit’ supplies from 
Lake Bennett to the head of the 
Pelly. Once at the divide between 
the Liard and the Pelly they could 
choose their own course at little 
further expense as there was down 
stream navigation in all directions, 
even to Dawson, if they wished to go 
there. This was the case as stated 
repeatedly in the columns of the 
Buttetix. It was the Mackenzie 
route that was advertised as the poor 
man’s route to the Yukon, not the 
The cost of the 
latter was placed at $600 per man by 
the BULLETIN in an itemized account, 
and the correctness of the estimate 
therein given has never been challeng- 
ed. Men who took the Edmonton 
route did so with their eyes open and 
no misrepresentation was made by 
the press of Edmonton at least.

The statement that there are 3,000 
men on the trail stamps the informa- 
tion of the Times with its true 
character. The outside number at 
anf _ 3 on this trail beyond Peace 
Ribuercrossing was possibiy 500. Of 
these from 50 to 75 have come back. 
Those who came back did so in order 
that their partnere who remained 
should have ample feod and transport. 
Many of them made the trip from 
Fort Graham to Edmonton in less 
than 20 days. Any men who left 
Fort Graham on the date of Dr. 
Bennett's letter should be in Edmon- 
ton now. Those at Sylvester’s Land- 
ing could reach Wrangel just as 
easily as Mr. Frawley. He was at 
Sylvesters’ Landing on Sept. 5th and 
was in Victoria on Sept. 27th going 
by way of Dease lake, Telegraph 
Creek and Wrangel, a well known 
and well travelled route. As to sick. 
ness on the trail, the parties returning 
from Fort Graham do not tell of any 
and they should know as well as 
Mr. Frawley. 


Thstead of the experiences of Dr, 
Bennett and others discrediting an 
inland and all-Canadian route to the 
Klondike, they have established the 
practicability of more than one route 

for it should always be borne in 
mind that the route taken by Dr. 
Bennett was not generally supposed to 
be practicable and that as a matter 
of fact the prospectors of this year 
were the first men to take horses 
through it. A year ago the region 
from Fort Graham to a point on 
Black river opposite Sylvester's Lane- 
ing had never been travelled by 
horses or white men. Now men, 
horses and cattle have gone through 
and reached the open line of com- 
munication extending to the coast at 
Wiangel, practically completing a 
northern transcontinental route. No 
doubt by this time some of the parties 
have pushed on and reeched the Peliy, 
thus establishing a direct all-Canadian 
route to ail parts of the Yukon 
valley. No doubt the first parties to 
go over an untrodden trail must ex- 
perience difficulties which those who 
follow will be abie to avoid. And 
now that it is shown that loaded 
horses and cattle can be taken through 
while the route is in a state of nature 
a strong claim is established for such 
improvement as will make what is 
now barely practicable absolutely 
certain and moderately easy. A good 
cattle trail to the Pelly is now shown 
to be possible, and the interests of 
the Territories demand that it shall 
be made. Such a trail would be used 
by prospectors, and thus a_ large 
amount of trade now done at the 
coast and chiefly by United States 
coast cities would be done entirely by 
Canada. It is this possibility that 
is troubling the Times, and is the 
secret of the hostility to the Edmon- 
ton route and of its rabid mis-state- 
ments regarding it.

Sir —Maving made a motion at a special 
meeting of the town council held on the 
27th Sepi. last, and which appeared in the 
last issue of your paper reading as follows : 

Picard—Humberstone. That this council, 
without intending to express their individ- 
ual opinions on the question, hercby accept 
the offer of P. Heiminck contaiued in his 
letter, now on the table, subject to the 
ratification of its acceptance by the rate- 
payers, voted upon a by-law to raise the 
sum of $11,000 extended over a period of 
20 years. 

We desire for the information of the 
public to state our reasons for making such 
motion. 

We wish first to state that at a regular 
meeting of the council a committee was 
appointed to approach Mr. Heimiack with 
the view of finding out what arrangements 
coulé be made for the purchase of a certain 
piece of property for a market site. The 
natural inference to be derived from such 
action on the part of the town council, is 
that they were desirous of taking the ques- 
tion into serious consideration and if pos- 
sible of taking action. At the following 
regular meeting the question was left over 
awaiting a fall meeting when it could be 
thoroughly discussed ; a meeting was called 
by the acting mayor and we supposed that 
the councillors would express their views 
and come toa determination on the question 
before them. The fact is, however, that 
there was no discussion, our motion being 
voted down without a word from the other 
members of the council, except to state 
the price + ~~ was too high, which is 
the ground that has been taken for the last 
two years. 

The property referred to in our motion is 
as follows: The piece of land known as 
Block X, which runsfrom back of lot 2, 
river lot 8, south along the east side of Mc- 
Dongall street te the brow of the bill, 
thence east along the brow of the hill to 
the west side of the much talked of lot 
between Cameron’s and Dalys’, thence north 
to the back of iot 10, river lot 8.

Had our motion been 
carried the ratepayers would have had the 
chance tosay ‘‘ yes” or ‘‘no,” and the coun- 
ceil would then have been ina position to act 
as desired by the people. The matter now 
stands the same as ever it did and unless 
something is done, and that without delay, 
the council will bring upon the town, without 
consulting the ratepayers, more litigation 
and nothing to show for it, which unfortun. 
ately they have the power to do and have 
done, 

As petitions have been presented to the 
council from the sountry asking for the 
establishment of a market we would ask 
any councillor or ratepayer to state where a 
better site could be obtained, giving all the 
advantages that we claim for the one pro- 
posed, as this question must undoubtedly 
be settled now, longer delay meaning 
greater difficulties in obtaining a site and as 
the town advances, a larger outlay of funds

They left the Crossing with 24,000 pounds 
of freight on two large scows and reached 
Hudsons Hope in twelve days actual travell- 
ing. As far as St. John they had 8 men to 
a rcow but after that only six. The rate of 
travel was from 20 to 25 miles a day. Du- 
pont who will work back down the Peace 
made several caches of his supplies, one at 
Dunvegan, a larger amount at St. John and | 
anothcr large amount at Hudsons Hope. 
Dupont’s party, which left the Crossing 
overlané,with 22 horses, two days before the 
boats, and Dibble’s outfit which left the day 
after with 27 horses, arrived at Hudsons 
Hope the same day as the boats. Mr. 
Pearce left Hudsons Hope on the Ist Sept. 
and the supplies were then all across the 
portage. Dibble was building a boat at 
Cust’s House to take his outfit farther up 
the river. The only mishap which occured 
was at the portage where three loaded pack 
horses bolted and swam acress the river. 
Two reached an Island in safety and were 
afterwards recovered, with their packs, 
but the third which was packed with dried 
apples and a cook stove, was carried down 
stream and drowned.
